General
Grant replied |¥ un argument against any re-
moval at all. To this the President answered
somewbat at length, The charactar of the cor-

Official notlee has been recelved by the Pre-
sident that General Thomas is too ill to wdmit
of his transfer to New Orleans without great
risk., If in afew days there shall be no im-
provement in the health of General Thomas,

THE OIL FIRE AT MONTREAL,

Middieton's Warehouse nond Contentis
Consumed-600,000 Gallons of Ol Dg-
stroyed.

Ivom the Montreal Gasette, August 20,

Between 12 and 1 o'cloek on Bunday morning,
Augnnt 18, fire was digcoverad 1n one of Middle-
ton's eoal oll stores on the line of the Grand
Trunk Station, The store was abont 500 feet
long and 200 feet wide (we Judge these fignres
from the eye), and contained, we are informed,
15,000 barrels of conl oil, ench barrel containing
40'gallons, and making 600,000 gailops, The hose
was lald, but the firemen found that they could
do very little good inside the bullding, for the
barrels began rapidly to burst, and blow
out the roof, which was covered over
with sods and earth for better protectinn
rom the fire without. These barrels
as they burst seattered theifive around. The
bursling of course went on with incremsed
rapidity as the heat became Intense within,
and shortly hundreds and thousands went
together, eshould explain that beneath this
bullding the Bt. Plerre creek runs towards the
city in & northerly direction. Over Lhis cresk,
and commencing at a distance of about two
hundred yards from the coal oll shed, many
hundreds of bulldings are erected on wooden
sleepers, 1n fact, It pusses through a ver

opulous suburb; and here lay & source of terri-
El:: danger. The barrels, as tney buaral, poured
the flery liguid into this stream, bearing It
towards the ¢ity, which was only 200 yards off.
This roaring flame, on the surface of the creek,
which, from the sudden pouring out of thoos
sands of barrels of ofl, overflowed It natural
bank, making astream of forty or fifty feet wide
and & fool deep on the banks whpgre it had over-
flowed, went slowly rolling forward,a colnmn
of the most furious fire, threatening the antire
suburb. The whole clty was illuminated, and
weare informed by passengers who came ap
by the boat that they saw the light thirty
miles offl

On the other gide of the rallway track, within
forty feet, were Lwo other coal oll stores, con-
weining 20,000 barrels of coal oll and benzine,
To save these other stores, and Lo prevent ay the
same time the fire rolling into the subuorb, was
the object of the hour, and the crisls was su-
preme. To arrest the column It became evident
Lhat nothin;hbut lmpplndg the current of water
above, and throwing up dams or dykes o the
intervening spaoce between it and the clly, would
be effectunl, This work was meordlnffy com-
menced with extreme energy, men on the spot
working with spades in Intense heat, and men
at a litile distance from the stream cutting
lnrge sods, which others carried in thelr arms
and threw on thé dam, Before the firal dam
could be completed the liquid fire came on, but
it was held in cheek for a while by the emban k-
ment already ralsed, The men retreated about
A hundred feet, and commmenced another, The

olnt was very ‘n‘rmt. The men
suffered greatly, butdid not flinch, In about
balf an hour the secondembankment was eom-
pleted to the helght of three feet, and It was
nol rendy any wo soon, for the flery liquid now
began to overflow the first, and came rolling
alon nilinlt the second. Agsin the heat com-
palle‘cl the men to retreat, and another embanlk-
ment was commenced forty or Mty fest more
distant, The fire, however, did not pass the
gecond embankment, the back of whioh was
kept wet by the hose plarlng upon it, to pre-
vent the sods from burning and the olay from
crumbling away. A still further embanlkkment
was thrown up at the brldﬁe at Grand Trunic
street, as & measure of nlterior precaution, and
this was the last,

When the fire was at its height, the Assistant
Chief sent word to Mr, Perry t‘unt unless he
could come with assistance from his slde, he was
afrald the stores on the opposite side of the
track (which were covered with earth and sods
in the same way a8 that on fire) could not be
saved, and with their lgnition sothlog could
save the Grund Truopk Works at Point 8t
Charles, in the immediate vicinity, and a large
portion of the clty., Assistance was immedi-
ately afforded, but at this point the fire was
most furious, A culvert passed under the track
of the rallway connecting the two sldes oppo-
site the oll stores. Through thls culyert
flowed the burning oil, which ran along the
diteh immediately in front of the other stores,
and the flerco flume was within ten fest of thelr
daors. The perll was very great, All that could
be done was for the flremen o sheltor theimn-
gelves behind the embankmeont, keep the sods
wet, and throw water on the doors,

There was n shunting track slongslde of tho
store which was burned, on which were four or
five oars, and nothing can convey o bolter idea
of the heat than the appearauce which the
remnants of these cars presented after the five.
The wheels nearest Lo the pheds, whichh were of
cast lron, were meltad away, and the fire which
melted these wheels was not 40 feet distant from
the stores on the opposite side, and, In fact, 1t
flowed onli' atout 10 feel from their doors, The
fire was sel to this store, beyond i doubt, by an
Incendiary; and we regret Lo have Lo state that
the first line of hose which was put down was
cul open by soms miscrennt witiiln three min-
ntes after it was lald, Owver a weak ago notloe
was given to several of the Insurance offices
in writing, that this store would be burn

down, and two of the Ipsurance nts, for
a week past, have had watchmen he
uluaofmnlldm!.myeduv great.
